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Action is 
urged to 
restore 
‘eyesores' 

A COMMUNITY group is 
calling for action to clean up 
a dilapidated part of Stour¬ 
bridge which it says has been 
“left to fester” for years. 

Stourbridge Township 
Council branded disused 
buildings at the bottom of 
Market Street a disgrace 
which gave visitors the 
wrong impression of the 
town. 

And they are now calling 
on Dudley Council to put 
pressure on the building’s 
owners to carry out restora¬ 
tion work. 

They said among the 
buildings in poor condition 
was the historic former Page 
Arms pub. 

Other buildings in poor 
condition include the former 
Archway Veterinary 

Surgery, which was dam¬ 
aged by fire, and a former 
Chinese and Thai restau¬ 
rant. 

Township council chair¬ 
man Margaret Scott said: 
“We know these buildings 
are privately owned so are 
not the jurisdiction of Dud¬ 
ley Council. However we are 
asking them to trace the 
owners and urge them to 
take action. 

“This part of the town is 
clearly visible from the ring 
road and can be seen by dri¬ 
vers passing nearby.” 

“Having these buildings 
next to a shopping hub just 
does not give the right 
impression of the town.” 

Verdict on 
homes plan 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build up to 230 homes on 
land near Stourbridge could 
be decided upon by March 9, 
it has emerged. 

If Bromsgrove District 
Council approves the plans, 
Cala Homes would develop 
land owned by Viscount 
Cobham off Kidderminster 
Road in Hagley. 

The scheme has prompted 
concern among residents 
who are worried it will over¬ 
stretch schools and cause 
traffic problems. 


SIX FINED OVER 
RUBBISH BAGS 


SIX residents have been handed £75 
fines and 700 more sent warning let¬ 
ters for putting out their rubbish too 
early, it has emerged. 

People in Brierley Hill were among those who have fallen 
foul of the rules. Dudley Council bosses have vowed to crack 
down on people who put their waste out too early, causing 


obstructions on footpaths 
with their bin bags. 

The authority has a rule 
that rubbish should not be 
left out before 7.30pm on the 
night before collection. 

The clampdown was 
launched in September last 
year but Dudley Council’s 
environment chief, Council¬ 
lor David Stanley, said 
penalties were only issued 
when “absolutely neces¬ 
sary”. 

He said: “As a result of 
this approach, the council 
has issued 700 reminder let¬ 
ters to residents who have 
put their bags out too early 
and/or obstructed the high¬ 
way, to remind them of the 
correct protocol. 

Health 

“In most cases local resi¬ 
dents have worked with the 
council. 

“In the few cases where 
residents have not complied 
and refuse has continually 
been put out too early, the 
council has issued a total of 
six fixed penalty notices this 
year.” 

The council say issuing 
fixed penalty notices is used 
as a last resort. 

The authority said it 
wanted to work with resi¬ 
dents to avoid any “potential 
public health issue”. 

Councillor Stanley, said: 
“Dudley Council prefers to 
work with residents in mak¬ 
ing communities cleaner.” 

He said the authority 
would only issue penalties 
when absolutely necessary. 

Council spokeswoman 
Amy Shaw explained how

the rules worked. She said 
that if residents put their 
rubbish out too early, the 
council had the right to issue 
a fixed penalty order. 

The rubbish could be 
deemed to be causing a 
potential public health prob¬ 
lem. 

Or it could have been left 
in the wrong place, causing 
an obstruction to the foot¬ 
path. 

If it is reported to the 
council and the violation is 
observed by an authorised 
council officer, then a fine 
could follow, she explained. 

Residents in Church Hill, 
Brierley Hill, have received 
fines or warnings in what 
council officials said was an 
“ongoing issue in the area 
for some time”. 

The council will make con¬ 
tact with these residents 
again to remind them of the 
protocols for rubbish collec¬ 
tion. 

The spokeswoman said 
the idea was to ensure that 
they fully understood the 
system. 

The council wanted to 
reduce the likelihood of any 
further fixed penalty notices 
being issued as a last resort. 

The council preferred to 
work in co-operation with 
local residents and fixed 
penalty notices are issued 
only when absolutely neces¬ 
sary, she added. 


Pub landlord angry at loo-sing cash

A PUB landlord in the Black 
Country is fed up with a con¬ 
stant stream of bus and 
truck drivers, shoppers and 
other passers-by popping 
into his pub to spend a penny 
- without buying a pint. 

Licensee Alan Davies says 
he is having to fork out an 
extra £100 a week in clean¬ 
ing and loo roll costs since 
Dudley Council closed the 
public toilets next to his pub, 
the Red Lion in Abbey Road, 
Lower Gornal. 

He thinks the council 
should give him a discount 
on his business rates as com¬ 
pensation. 

The public convenience 
next to the Red Lion was 
closed earlier this year 
because the council says it 
needs costly repairs. 

But Mr Davies says that, 
ever since, around 20 people 
a day come into his pub just 
to use the toilet. He has 
arranged for his cleaner to 
make two more visits a day. 

“People troop in just to 
spend a penny, and don’t 
even buy a pint,” said Mr 
Davies, aged 45. 

“I feel sorry for the people 
who are caught short, but I 
think the council should 
make a concession on my 
rates.” 

Dudley’s cabinet member 
responsible for toilets, 
Councillor Patrick Harley, 
said: “The Gornal block had 
major maintenance issues 
which would have cost the 
taxpayer thousands of 
pounds. 

“If a business is unhappy 
with the public using their 
facilities we suggest they 
remind people facilities are 
for customers only.”

More than 3,000 fans have

T-shirts have even been 
produced emblazoned with 
the group’s logo, which fea¬ 
tures Dudley Castle. 

Steven started his cam¬ 
paign after watching hit 
reality show The Only Way 
is Essex, which documents 
the activities of a group of 
friends in Brentwood.

survivors and evacuate 
them to safety by helicopter. 

And 14 hours later he was 
called into action again after 
another patrol was hit. This 
time Robert led his team 
safely through a minefield to 
rescue members of the pla¬ 
toon who had been hurt. 

The former pupil of Red 
Hall Primary and Ellowes 
Hall schools, Gornal, has 
received an award for his 
bravery. 

The modest marine says 
people are surprised when 
he tells them his job. 

“When I was at school I 
wasn’t particularly into 
sports or anything physi¬ 
cal,” he said. 

“When I tell my former 
teachers what I do now they 
are always surprised. 

“They remember me as 
this shy young man. I was 
always more into things like 
motocross.” 

His mother Lynn says his 
family was proud of his 
achievements and his 
brother Tom, 16, now plans 
to follow in his footsteps.

A GROUP of parents rallied 
together to stage a nativity play 
for their children to perform after 
a Sedgley school pulled the plug 
on the show.

Negligence? 



AN AMBITIOUS young Worcester¬ 
shire cyclist is receiving sports 
science support as he tries to qualify 
for the World Championships next 
year. 

The University of Worcester is 
helping Jacob James who is competing 
in the National Cyclo-Cross Trophy 
Series. 

The uni’s Athlete Support Pro¬ 
gramme provides sport science 
support for two or three promising ath¬ 
letes from the West Midlands and 


Worcestershire. Jacob hopes to qualify 
for the World Championships in 
Belgium in January, and to help 
achieve that applied to a programme 
run by the University’s Motion and 
Performance Centre (MPC). 

The MPC is supporting 17-year-old 
Jacob, of Pedmore, Stourbridge, with 
performance testing and training 
advice for 12 months. Jacob said: “I 
have been cycling since I was nine 
when I went to the local track with a 
friend and we got hooked. I am in the

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Nuisance gang sparks a

POLICE have pledged to continue their 
crackdown on boy racers who have been 
using a Kidderminster shopping centre car 
park to meet up in the evenings and cause a 
nuisance. 

Officers say concerns have been raised by 
the public about the noisy group which has 
also been blamed for littering the Weavers 
Wharf car park. 

Officers from West Mercia Police held a 
joint operation with colleagues from VOSA, 
the Vehicle and Operator Services Agency, 
Wyre Forest District Council and Weavers 
Wharf management.

stolen truck used to smash 
window in ram raid drama 


COMPUTER games and DVDs were 
among the haul which was taken 
during a ram raid at Blockbuster in 
Stourport High Street. 

Thieves used a white Peugeot Boxer drop- 
side lorry to back into the front display 
window of the store, completely smashing it 
before getting in and raiding the shop stealing 
video games and DVDs. 

Two of the raiders, who were wearing dark 
clothing, then took wheelie bins inside the 
store and started loading them up with the 
stolen goods. 

Only one of the wheelie bins was taken from 
the scene as the raiders drove off the wrong 


way down the High Street, which is a one-way 
street. 

They were heading towards Areley Kings. 
The raid happened early on December 20. 

More than 100 computer games were later 
recovered where they had been dumped at 
Larford Lane, Astley, about two miles from 
Stourport. 

It is believed the thieves sorted through the 
stolen goods before transferring to another 
vehicle. 

They then abandoned the raid truck in 
Pearl Lane, about half a mile away from 
Larford Lane. It had been stolen the previous 
day from Shirley, Solihull. 

The wheelie bins had been taken earlier 


from Areley Common Road and rubbish from 
one of them was found emptied at the junction 
with Hermitage Way. 

Pc Lee Wycherley, who is investigating, 
said: “We will be carrying out house-to-house 
inquiries to see if anyone saw or heard any¬ 
thing. We urgently need to speak to anyone 
who may have noticed suspicious activity in 
the area, saw any vehicles in Larford Lane in 
unusual circumstances, or saw the white lorry 
- registration BG5 80PN. We would also like 
to hear from anyonewho may have been dis¬ 
turbed and who could have seen something.”

Heritage trains steam to 
record with Santa trips 


MORE THAN 200,000 people have so far 
taken a trip on the Severn Valley Railway 
this year, new figures show. 

And more than 30,000 seats have been 
sold for the special Santa-themed trips. 

They have been a sell-out with all the 
places on the pre-Christmas luncheon and 
dining trains, as well as the Christmas carol 
trains, being booked. 

It is the first time bosses at the steam her¬ 
itage line, from Kidderminster to Bridg¬ 
north, can remember that happening. 

Jubilant services manager David Mee 
said: “We haven’t hit figures like these at 
any previous Christmas this century - and 
probably for a very long time before that. 

“It’s usually the case that our first Santa 
trains in early December are slow to sell and 
the last ones in the late afternoons generally 
have a few spare seats. 

But this year every single seat was 


snapped up - for the last three weeks, we’ve 
had no tickets left to sell - it’s been amazing. 

“The statistics simply reinforce our belief 
in two things - when it comes to seeing 
Santa, nothing can compete with the nostal¬ 
gic atmosphere of a live steam train to take 
you there.” 

Mr Mee added that the figures were even 
more significant when considering the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

He added: “Even when the chips are down 
and family budgets are tightly stretched, 
people will sacrifice many things - but not 
their children’s enjoyment at Christmas.” 

Bosses said they had already beaten the 
planned passenger figure of 205,000 for the 
year, and said with the eight days of festive 
trains, the final figure could exceed 213,000.

Portillo sets out for more 
trips through rail history 


Great British Railway Journeys, Series 2 

ONCE again the former politician turned 
presenter, Michael Portillo picks up his 
1840 Bradshaw’s Guide and heads off 
around Britain using his book like a Vic¬ 
torian satnav. 

In this round of five journeys Portillo 
heads to the far northern Scottish Isle of 
Skye, travels through the Midlands and 
Wales to the peninsula of Holyhead, trav¬ 
erses the flat lands of Norfolk, finds his 
way through the North East of England 
and finally ends up travelling the southern 
regions of the country from London 
through Kent to end his run in Hastings. 

Portillo with his endearing and not 
entirely relaxed manner in front of the 
camera manner uses the guide and the 
remnant of the railways to explore the his¬ 
tory, culture and evolution of Britain. 

With the help once again, of breath-tak¬ 
ing scenery and fantastic aerial filming, 

Portillo opens up Britain and its Victorian 
history like a pop-up picture book. 

There are myriad gems among this delightful series such 
as when he reads out the address to a haggis in arguably 
the worst Scottish accent ever broadcast on TV 

His journeys take him to the birthplace of the Commando 
regiment in a remote area of Scotland, to a chemical

weapons factory in Rhydmwyn which was 
“the most secret location in the world” 
during the Second World War and then on 
to the almost spooky revelation of Thomas 
Telford building his profile into the Iron- 
bridge in Shropshire. 

He turns his hand to trying to make 
hand-raised pork pies in Melton Mowbray, 
Leicestershire, and creating specialist 
floor tiles for the houses of parliament. 

Portillo shows just how much is accessi¬ 
ble through the railways and what real 
treasures sometimes lie on our doorsteps 
should we only take the trouble to hop 
aboard and take a look. 

GBRJII harkens back to the golden age 
of BBC documentaries along with the 
wonderfully quaint British Railway Films 
which if you are of a certain age will be 
remembered fondly. 

Portillo’s enthusiasm for rail travel 
always comes to the fore and throughout 
he repeatedly pays homage to the past on, 
which so much of modern society is built, 
without a hint of dullness or tedium. 

This series along with the first should be a must for all 
railway enthusiasts and anyone who has any interest in 
Britain at all. Great British Railway Journeys 2 is a five 
disc set and released January 9. Cert E. 



Boyle's on guard in dark comedy 


The Guard 

“I can’t figure out whether you are 
really smart or really dumb” is how 
the FBI agent sums up the enigma 
which is Sergeant Gerry Boyle of the 
Galway Garda, wonderfully played by 
Brendan Gleeson in this dark and 
sometimes cringeworthy gem of an 
Irish film. 

Boyle is a policeman who follows his 
own code, which is highly questionable 
at the very least. He goes about his 
duties on the west coast of Ireland 
employing his grizzled and intolerant 
manner along with a subversive and 
offensive wit and a highly colourful 
way of speaking. 

Boyle’s life revolves around his dying 
mother and occasionally paying for 


prostitutes but he is drawn into the 
world of major drug trafficking by the 
arrival of a black, FBI agent Wendall 
Everett, played by Don Cheadle. 

With years of experience and an 
understanding of the local criminals 
Boyle has little interest in interna¬ 
tional drug gangs however, the more he 
tries to keep his distance the more he 
gets drawn into the dealings of the 
gang and the police corruption they are 
exploiting. 

As the body count rises and he 
realises almost everyone around him is 
an eejit Boyle decides it’s time he took 
matters into his own hands and deal 
with the traffickers using his unsubtle 
methods, with the reluctant help of 
Everett. As they move High Noon-like 


to the violent climax Boyle shows how 
justice is dealt out Galway style, leav¬ 
ing the viewer to puzzle over the fate 
of the anti-hero, although all the clues 
are there. 

There are some truly dark comic 
moments one of which is Boyle passing 
on the drug dealers’ arms to a member 
of the IRA and where Boyle’s caustic 
manner reduces the seasoned runner 
of the paramilitary group to a blither¬ 
ing apologetic heap for asking him stu¬ 
pid questions.

If you live to be 150, you might see this... 


IT was the British scientist Aubrey De 
Gray who issued one of the more 
thought provoking sentences of 2011, 
writes Martin Swain. 

The University of Cambridge gradu¬ 
ate said the first person who will live to 
see their 150th birthday has already 
been born. Even more incredibly, he 
claimed that the first person to live for 
1,000 years will be born in the next two 
decades. 

The British scientist sees a time 
when people will go to their doctors for 
regular ‘maintenance’, which by then 
will include gene therapies, stem cell 
therapies, immune stimulation and a 
range of other advanced techniques to 
keep them in good shape. 


What, I wondered, will the 150-year- 
old football fan of tomorrow live to see? 
Here’s five to begin with: 

1. England win the World Cup: 
Maybe. It must be one of the great 
laments of this most financially success¬ 
ful era of the domestic game that inter¬ 
national glory continues to elude the 
nation. A huge pity this. 

Many will remember the invigorating 
buzz that electrified the country during 
the halcyon days of Euro 96; there are 
plenty of us still around who felt the 
extraordinary impact of 1966. 

There may be many things wrong 
with our game, many factors for which 
it is justifiably resented in other parts 
of the world. But there is no doubt that 


the English remain one of the driving 
forces of football’s march across the 
globe. 

2. Fernando Torres score: Has there 
been anything more baffling than the 
collapse in this formerly brilliant 
striker’s form since his move to 
Chelsea? It may be too late for him at 
Chelsea but he could be a brilliant sign¬ 
ing - at an inevitably lesser price - for 
another club in the future. 

3. The Baggies signing a player in 
Janu. . . sorry. Scrub that. Now we are 
getting a little far-fetched. 

4. The fit and proper persons test 
actually applied. There is nothing more 
gullible, it appears, than a slightly des¬ 
perate football club pining for a shot at 


glamour and subsequently seduced by 
an unknown name from a distant land 
turning up and promising fistfuls of the 
green stuff to finance their dreams. 

But from Shiniwatra to Yeung, via 
any number of dodgy characters from 
the USSR’s break-up not to mention 
the laughable Venky’s at Blackburn, 
they invariably turn out to be chancers 
without a proverbial pot in which to 
take a comfort break. 

5. Jeff Bonser putting in an appear¬ 
ance at Walsall: Or, at least, communi¬ 
cating with the his club’s dwindling 
band of followers. 

During the days before he shut him¬ 
self off from the world, Bonser main¬ 
tained he would never do anything to 


the detriment of Walsall FC. But, in 
case he hadn’t noticed, Walsall FC is 
dying. 

And it’s on his watch. 

He and his club, which enjoys a nat¬ 
ural and broad affection among the 
region’s football followers, need all the 
help they can muster. 

Taking his ball home and locking 
himself in his room for a good sulk is, 
frankly, childish and serves only to 
endorse those who damn him.

Moxey fears the January sales will be tough 


CHIEF EXECUTIVE Jez Moxey today 
revealed his doubts about Wolves’ ability to 
cash in on the January sales. 

Fringe strikers Andy Keogh and Leigh 
Griffiths are two players that the club are 
willing to sell next month. 

The pair are on loan at Leeds and Hibern¬ 
ian respectively, but Wolves don’t see the 
duo, or other players, attracting much inter¬ 
est based on enquiries they’ve had so far, 
combined with the economic climate. 

“Apart from the really big clubs, no one 
seems to have any money,” said Moxey. “The 
message we’re getting is that there is very

little money around in the marketplace. 
Outside of the really big clubs, I think we’re 
seeing already the fact that not much 
money’s going to be spent. 

“I think it’s a reflection of the economy 
generally.” 

Wolves, who have banked a modest 
£150,000 for young left back Scott Malone, 
are keen to cash in on Keogh, whose con¬ 
tract is up in June, and Griffiths, who hasn’t 
started a Premier League game for the club 
he joined almost a year ago from Dundee for 


£150,000. Meanwhile, it has emerged that 
Wolves paid significantly more for Eggert 
Jonsson than the £250,000 initially esti¬ 
mated. 

Wolves never disclose transfer fees and 
sources north of the border reported that 
Jonsson cost £250,000 plus add-ons. 

But sources have confirmed the Iceland 
international, who was out of contract next 
summer, actually cost between £500,000- 
£750,000. 

Moxey remains confident on Wolves’ abil¬ 
ity to attract players quickly next month, 
following the signing of Jonsson. “We did 


one before the transfer window and we’re 
hoping we can sign more players too, as 
soon as possible,” he added. 

Moxey also dismissed any interest in 
Stoke striker Kenwyne Jones. 

Wolves have been linked with a £5m move 
for the former Sunderland hitman when the 
window opens next month. 

But Moxey said: “It’s completely news to 
me.” 

Manager Mick McCarthy is understood to 
have around £4.5m to spend next month. 

McCarthy wants a defensive midfielder 
and a centre-back to strengthen his squad.
